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Metropolitan Growth Problems 


Censu s 197 0 has u nd erlined what alread y was 
known generally —problems are growing for both 
the inner cu y and the su bu rbs that su rrou nd it. 
Across tiie na ion the pattern was established d u r­ 
ing the last d ecad e of a migration away from tne 
central city . 


RESIDENTS WHO LEFT the city ov er the y ears 
d id not find the piomised land , howev er. 
Hou sing costs hav e zoomed , commu ing has be­ 
come a problem, ed u cation ex penses hav e risen, 
the crime rate has increased and worries hav e ex ­ 
pand ed to inclu d e d ru g abu se, sewage d isposal, wa­ 
ter su pply and d istribu tion, zoning, planning and 
preserv ation of green space. 
In the meantime, inner city problems hav e not 
d iminished . As a m a’ter of fact, the ex od u s has

compou nd ed central city ills by red u cing the ta i 
base, creating the impression of an “I-d on’t-care” 
attitu d e and contribu ting to the polarization between 
races and between the pov erty stricken and the af­ 
flu ent. 
Censu s facts tell u s, among other things, that the 
“ rapid and su bstantial popu lation growth” in su ­ 
bu rban rings makes it imperativ e that a new ap­ 
proach to problem solv ing be fou nd . 
While figu res show the city proper d eclining, the 
fact is that people are spread ing ou t into a larger 
metropolitan area. Two-third s of the cou ntry ’s pop­ 
u lation is concentrated in 230 metropo'itan areas. 
More than three-fou rths of the nation's 1960-7 0 
growth of 25 million occu rred in metropolitan 
a rea * . 


SOME, PEOPLE LIVE and work insid e cities. Bu t 
many others liv e in su bu rbs and u se the city as an 
employ ment, cu l u ral and entertainment base. 
It seems only logical then that problems of both 
areas be consid ered jointly . This calls for d iscard ­ 
ing a narrow v iew of a single set of problems— 
ei her city central or su bu rban—ar.d reaching for 
solu ions on a regional b~sis. 
W’e alread y see this concept at work in some 
areas bu t it will hav e to be ex pand ed a« d improv ed 
u pon if the challenge of the d ecad e of the 7 0s is to 
be met and conq u ered . 


New Mideast Trouble Brewing? 


Something new is bu bbling in the Mid d le East. 
Moshe Day an, Israeli d efense minister, has ju mp­ 
ed into the v erbal fray ostensibly to get some real 
peace negotiations gomg. 
Mr. Day an has proposed a red u ction of forces on 
both sid es of the Su ez Canal as a prelu d e to su b- 
s.anJv e talks between the Israelis and the Arabs. 
This, he say s, will prov e the good in ten ions of both 
sid es and remov e the fear of a su rprise attack. 
Reports also hav e filtered ou t of Lond on to the ef­ 
fect that secret talks are being held right now in 
an effort to pu t new life into negotiations to be d ir­ 
ected by Gu nnar Jarring, U.N. peace env oy . 
Mu ch significance mu st be attached to Mr. Day ­ 
an's mov e. He generally is known as a hard -liner, 
so when he throws his influ ence into the negotia­ 
tion effort something mu st be brewing. 


Unfortu nately , it may be something other than 
maneu v ering for peace negotiations. 
This is merely a hu nch since neither sid e wants 
to tip its hand if, ind eed , a military mov e is being 
consid ered . 
Bu t the Arabs issu ed an immed iate statement on 
the proposition terming it “d eceptiv e.” 
was fol’owed u p with the Arab d eclaration: 
“ It is the d u ty of ou r forces and missiles to mov e 
fo. ward to liberate occu pied land s, not to withd raw 
backward .” 
The Arabs refu se to roll back their missile bu i’d - 
u n and they talk more belligerently . 
Day an’s proposal and su bseq u ent statements in- 
d ica'e the strong possibility that time is ru nn^g 
ou t for a negotiated settlement withou t ad d itional 
blood shed . 


New Problems In Panama? 


Presid ent Nix on has receiv ed a report u rging ear­ 
ly constru ction of a new canal throu gh Panama, at 
sea lev el, to replace at least a part of the present 
waterway . The report was mad e by a special stu d y 
commission appointed three y ears ago by former 
Presid ent Ly nd on Johnson. 
The commission u nd ou bted ly knows more abou t 
me pros and cons of su ch a proposal than any othei 
grou p bu t, nev ertheless, there will be many who 
will q u estion the ad v isability and practicality of 
bu iling su ch a canal in the immed iate fu tu re—and 
in Panama. 
For ex ample, there is the problem of a v irile Pan­ 
amanian nationalism. There also is an economy - 
mind ed American Congress to reckon with. 


THE COST ESTIMATE was $3 billion for con­ 
stru ction of a canal west of the present waterw. y 
— in the Repu blic of Panama. 
Draft treaties d rawn u p to cov er management 
of the canal, sov ev eignty and other asoects of its 
constru ction hav e been u nsatisfactory to the pres­ 
ent Panamanian gov ernment head ed by Gen. Omar 
Torriios Herrera. And ev en if a mu tu ally satisfac* 
torv treaty cou ld be d rafted , there is no asru rance 


that Gen. Torrjos might not be ov erthrown in the 
near fu tu re by an ev en more d emand ing Panam­ 
anian regime. 
The United Sta'es is not in an env iable position 
in negotiations abou t su ch a canal becau se of the 
interest of the Sov iet Union in control of the Pan­ 
ama canal. 
The Ru ssians hav e been scoring su ccesses in 
Sou th America wi h respect to ex pand ing Marx ist 
influ ence. With its nav y rapid ly attaining su prem­ 
acy on the seas, control of the Panama Canal wou ld 
bp a tremend ou s asset. 
IF THE SOVIET UNION cou ’d su cceed in wrest­ 
ing control of the canal away from the United States 
or be primarily responsible for bu ild ing a bigger 
and better one at sea lev el, it wou ld be a fantastic 
achiev ement for the Commu nist world . 
Panama, by play ing one su perpower against the 
o her, conceiv ably cou ld win a highly profitable 
treaty . The Sov iet Union has nothing to lose and 
mu ch to gain. Only the Uni ed States has mu ch to 
lose and not too mu ch to gain. 
The situ ation in Panama calls for keen thinking 
and the most skilled d Homacy . For America has 
a v ital interest in the ou tcome. 


London Bridge Is Going Up

LAKE HAVASU CITY, Ariz. 
— The Mohav e Desert might 
seem a strange place to replant 
Lond on 
B r i d g e . 
Bu t some 
strange things happen in this 
part of the West. 
The night before the recent 
W’orld 
Ou tboard 
Motorboat 
Championship, for instance, C. 
V. Wood Jr., was 
w a l k i n g 
arou nd a crowd ed nightclu b, 
topless. 
Now, C. V. Wood Jr., topless, 
is not to be compared with Fran 
Jeffries, topless, or ev en a 1956 
M e r c u r y , topless. He is a 
chu nky , bald ing, mid d le - aged 
fellow with a spare tire that is 
reaching 
fou r-ply 
proportions. 
Bu t Mr. Wood also happens to 
be presid ent of the McCu lloch 
Oil Corp., which—if y ou operate 
a night clu b in Lake Hav asu 
City — entitles him to walk 
arou nd d ressed in two wren 
feathers, if that’s his whim. 
Across the Colorad o 
Riv er 
from California—miles from no­ 
where and ev en farther from 
Phoenix and Las Vegas — Lake 
Hav asu City was fou nd ed in 1964 
as “McCu lloch’s First Planned 
City for the Fu tu re.” There is 
no d ou bt abou t who ru ns the 
town. 
“McCu lloch!” 
spu ttered 
a 
fru strated highway patrolman. 
“Ev ery time y ou start to giv e 
someone a speed ing ticket ou t 
here, they throw that name at 
y ou —like it was going to change 
my mind abou t giv ing them a 
ticket.” 


AS FOR MR. WOOD being1 
topless, well, “ they had a pie- 
throwing fight at Mr. Wood ’s 
table and he got pie all ov er his 
shirt,” a nightclu b employ e ex ­ 
plained . “Su re mad e a mess . . . 


coconu t 
cream all 
ov er 
the 
place. Mr. Wood took his shirt 
off. That man, he’ll 
d o 
any ­ 
thing for a lau gh.” 
Not q u ite any thing. 
By now, most of the cou ntry 
is v agu ely aware that Lond on 
Brid ge is being bu ilt in Arizona. 
For most people, it’s ju st an off­ 
hand item to toss into lu lling 
conv ersations. 
Bu t for C. V. 
Wood Jr., and McCu lloch Oil 
Corp., it is a seriou s matter. 
Wood was the original d esign­ 
er of Disney land . He watched 
while Anaheim, Calif., bloomed 
from a snoozy Los Angeles su b­ 
u rb of 23,000 into a prosperou s 
commu nity of 100,000. He watch­ 
ed , especially , the flow of tou r­ 
ists who injected more then $500 
million into Anaheim’s economy 
d u ring a 10-y ear period . 
“If a tou rist attraction can d o 
that for Anaheim, Calif.,” he 
said , “ it can d o it for Lake 
Hav asu City , Ariz.” 


LONDON BRIDGE was pu r­ 
chased from the City of Lond on 
for $2.4 million three y ears ago 
after the British annou nced they 
were going to tear d own the 
137 -y ear-old span and throw it 
away . “ It cou ld no longer ac­ 
commod ate Lond on’s mou nting 
traffic,” said Wood , “ and , any ­ 
way , it had been sinking into 
the Thames riv erbed at a rate 
of one inch ev ery eight y ears 
u nd er the immense weight of 
130,000 tons.” 
So Wood and board chairman 
Robert P. McCu lloch 
Sr. 
got 
together in a New York hotel 
room and d ecid ed to bu y Lon­ 
d on Brid ge. 
For three y ears, McCu lloch 
has been bringing the brid ge to 
Arizona—by ship to Long Beach, 
Calif., by tru ck to Lake Hav asu . 


Ten thou sand stones, weighing 
10 thou sand tons, lay in neatly 
nu mbered piles, waiting to be 
reassembled . 
Now, at a cost of abou t $6 
million, the brid ge is nearing 
completion. Sched u led for d ed i­ 
cation in October, abou t all it 
need s is some water to cross. 


LAKE HAVASU IS, of cou rse, 
a McCu lloch-mad e lake. The 
brid ge is merely the main at­ 
traction 
in 
master 
planner 
W’ood ’s scheme for a $5 0-million 
international 
resort 
complex 
with English-ty pe hotels, Eng­ 
lish-ty pe shops and English-ty pe 
restau rants. 
“ It is mu ch cheaper to bu ild a 
brid ge ov er d ry land than it is 
ov er water,” a M c C u l l oc h 
spokesman said . “We estimate 
it sav ed u s a million d ollars to 
wait u ntil the brid ge is complet­ 
ed before d iv erting water u n­ 
d er it.” 
Now 10,000 miles from its or­ 
iginal site, the Lond on Brid ge 
(the 
song, 
incid entally , was 
written 
abou t 
a pred ecessor 
which lasted 600 y ears) will con­ 
form ex actly to its prev iou s 1,- 
005-foot length. 
“ It will be reconstru cted with 
d ignity and r e s p e c t,” said 
chairman McCu lloch. 
The brid ge has, of cou rse, cre­ 
ated 
consid erable 
ex citement 
among the 6,000 retired persons, 
asthma-su fferers and rat - race 
escapees now liv ing in Lake 
Hav asu City . 
“ It sou nd s like a keen id ea,” 
said an eld erly man, “bu t it 
seems to me Lond on Brid ge will 
look a little ou t of place here in 
an Arizona d esert. May be the 
McCu lloch people 
shou ld bu y 
England and ship it ov er here, 
too.”

As with the Viet Cong in 
Vietnam, they are protected , 
too, by the fact that their v ic­ 
tims and the rank and file in 
their organization know 
that 
they , tof, hav e broken the law 
and therefore cannot ex pose the

themselv es to pu nishment by 
the law and , in some cases, to 
d eath by a gang enforcer. 


WHAT IS BEING attempted

By JENKIN LLOYD JONES 
We, in the United States, are 
liv ing in a gold en age of ener­ 
gy . We are wasting or u sing in­ 
efficiently preciou s fossil fu els 
that cannot be replaced . This is 
a fool’s parad ise, and ou r great­ 
grand child ren will not share it. 
Instead , they will cu ss u s. 
They will cu ss u s for ev ery bar­ 
rel of oil that we are sq u irting 
into firebox es. They will cu ss 
u s for ev ery cu bic foot of gas 
that heats a boiler. They will 
d amn u s for the gallon of gaso­ 
line that most of u s bu rn u p 
in ord er to get to and from ou r 
work. 


. BY 1990 ou r jammed ex press 
way s may begin to be ad eq u ate. 
Ten y ears later they cou ld be 
mostly empty , ex cept for lines 
of speed ing bu ses into which 
ou r progeny will be packed like 
pilchard s. 
You r friend ly gas man, who 
fiv e y ears ago was fighting to 
get y ou to conv ert y ou r fu r­ 
nace, may soon be fighting y ou 
off. In some Northeastern stat­ 
es, gas companies hav e q u it so­ 
liciting bu siness and will 
no 
longer serv e new ind u strial cu s­ 
tomers. 
George H. Lawrence of the 
American Gas Assn. last spring 
told an 
au d ience 
of 
electric 
power ex ecu tiv es that, in 1968, 
ad d itions to prov en gas reserv es 
in the United States, ex clu siv e 
of Alaska, amou nted to 13.8 
trillion feet as against prod u c­ 
tion of 19.4 trillion feet. Last 
y ear it was worse, 8.4 trillion 
feet of new d iscov eries against 
a d raw-d own of 20.7 trillion fe°t. 
Joseph Komfeld of Komfeld 
International of Tu lsa, in a na­ 
tu ral gas su rv ey of North Amer­ 
ica, has d escribed the situ ation 
as “crisis, crash and cru nch.” 
He q u otes G. A. Leslie, v ice 
presid ent of TransCanad a Pipe­ 
lines Ltd ., as say ing, “Canad a 
will be able to offer the United 
States only limited assistance 
by ex pand ing natu ral gas v ol­ 
u mes abov e Canad a’s own re­ 
q u irements.” 
John G.McLean, presid ent of 
Continental Oil Co., told the 
American Petroleu m Institu te 
last Ju ne that the U.S. appetite 
for oil by 1980 may reach 8 
billion barrels a y ear — one- 
fifth of present U.S. reserv es 
ov 'sid e Alaska. 
P. C. Pu tnam, in his book, 
“ Energy of the Fu tu re,” say s 
that from the time man was 
able to kind le his first campfire 
in the y ear 1850, he u sed 10 Q 
of fu el, Q being d efined as 10 
to the 18th power BTU, or the 
eq u iv alent of abou t 38 million 
tons of coal. 
Between 
1850 and 1960, 
he 
u sed 4 Q. Projecting the cu rrent 
rate of increase in the world ’s 
appetite for fossil fu els, Pu t­ 
nam has 
conclu d ed 
that be­ 
tween 1950 and 2050 man will 
want 100 Q, bu t he believ es only 


abou t 27 Q are left. 


. .OBVIOUSLY, an entirely new 
energy sou rce will be need ed 
lest hu man beings 100 y ears 
hence are hu rled back to the 
bicy cle, the pu lley and the wood - 
rick. 
The allu ring answer is su s­ 
tained thermonu clear fu sion of 
the ty pe that pow'ers the hy d ro­ 
gen bomb. It wou ld be fabu lou s­ 
ly cheap. Eight gallons of wa­ 
ter contain one gram of d eu te­ 
riu m. It costs only 30 cents to 
separate it. Bu rned in a fu sion 
reactor, it wou ld prod u ce ener­ 
gy eq u iv alent to 2,500 gallons 
of gasoline. 
There’s only one little miss­ 
ing trick — how d o we constru ct 
a fu sion reactor capable of con­ 
taining a heat of at least 4 5 
million d egrees centigrad e? 
If su ch a reactor can be fash­ 
ioned by su spend ing the “fire” 
in magnetic field s, man will 
hav e solv ed his energy req u ire­ 
ments for all the foreseeable fu ­ 
tu re. Ind eed , he will be energy - 
rich 
far 
bey ond his 
present 
wild est d reams. Bu t u ntil he 
can tu rn that trick he will mov e 
into swiftly d eepening trou ble. 


..THERE’S NO cau se for panic 
—y et. We still hav e an estimat­ 
ed 7 50 trillion feet of gas in the 
grou nd in the 48 continental stat­ 
es. When politicians q u it bawl­ 
ing that d epletion allowances 
are licenses to steal, and make 
it profitable once more to ac­ 
cept the growing risk of d ry 
holes, we can still d iscov er mu ch 
oil, ev en in these states. 
Bu t if the Sierra Clu b 
or 
Friend s of the Land imagine 


that we can long keep ou r Alas­ 
kan oil locked u p in d eference 
to the sensibilities of the cari­ 
bou , they misju d ge the energy 
crisis. Those who oppose off­ 
shore d rilling becau se of the 
d anger of spills had better get 
u sed to the prospect that with­ 
in 15 y ears we will be d rilling 
ou t to the 200-fathom cu rv e, and 
bey ond , in a frantic search for 
oil. 
Many factories, now prod u c­ 
ing low-smoke emission with gas 
or fu el oil, will go back to coal 
or ev en lignite, and the prob­ 
lem of remov ing su lfu r from 
the air will intensify .

mor bu t not the concrete knowl­ 
ed ge 
necessary 
for 
effectiv e 
gov ernment action. 
Instead 
of 
attempting 
to 
catch ev ery u ser, ev ery pu sher 
and ev ery local wholesaler, the 
objectiv e is to find the men 
who are key links in ad minis­ 
tration, in d istribu tion, in im­ 
port and in processing whether 
these links are in the United 
States or in Eu rope, Latin Amer­ 
ica, Asia or the Mid d le East) 
and to then find way s to im­ 
mobilize those key men. 
(A key man jailed for assau lt 
and battery is as mu ch ou t of 
circu lation, thou gh perhaps not 
as long, as one arrested for 
d ope d istribu tion. And assau lt 
and battery may be mu ch eas­ 
ier to prov e.) 


AS A RESULT OF the pre­ 
liminary intelligence gathering, 
it is now believ ed that nine ma 
jor 
national - international 
oi ganizatiors import and d is­ 
tribu te a heav y percentage of 
the illicit d angerou s d ru gs in 
the United States. 
These nine are known to hav e 
bases in most major U.S. cities 
and in a spread of foreign cou n­ 
tries. They possibly accou nt for 
80 per cent of the heroin and 
almost 100 per cent of the co­ 
caine, tons of mariju ana and 
millions of d osage u nits of oth­ 
er d angerou s d ru gs. 
One of the nine is an organi­ 
zation of Spanish ethnic back­ 
grou nd scattered throu gh the 
United States. These men se­ 
cu re heroin and cocaine from 
Spanish-speaking criminal 
or­ 
ganizations in Latin America 
and Spain. 
This sy stem accou nts for al­ 
most all of the illicit cocaine 
traffic here and for ev er-in­ 
creasing amou nts of heroin. 


THE FEDERAL BUREAU of 
Narcotics and Dangerou s Dru gs 
has reason to believ e that the 
hu b of this operation is in the 
large Cu ban immigrant colony 
in Miami. Relationships hav e 
been id entified in New York, 
Chicago and other major cities 
from coast to coast where Cu ­ 
ban colonies ex ist. 
The Cu ban migration after 
the Castro take-ov er was large 
throu ghou t the United States 
and the world . Part of this mi­ 
gration consisted of criminals 
alread y engaged in Cu ban co­ 
caine trafficking. After fleeing 
Cu ba, they ex pand ed their ope­ 
rations by setting u p relation­ 
ships with established Eu ropean 
heroin traffickers. 
Their 
smu ggling 
operations 
hav e a bu ilt-in major ad v antage, 
an ability to fu iiy ex ploit t af- 
fic rou tes for cocaine and her­ 
oin 
into 
the 
United 
States 
throu gh 
Central 
and 
Sou th 
America and the Carribean. 
Some 166 members of the 
operation hav e been arrested 
in recent months in nine major 
U.S. cities. 
Three more of the nine ma­ 
jor illegal d ru g d istribu ting ope­ 
rations in this cou ntry are man­ 
aged by Cosa Nostra ty pe (or­ 
ganized crime) grou ps, operat­ 
ing with related organizations 
in Canad a and Italy . 


CLOSE TIES also ex ist be­ 
tween these particu lar Italian 
ethnic 
grou ps 
and 
criminal 
grou ps in France, which giv es 
them a capability of d eliv ering 
ir iltikilcgram q u anti.ies of her­ 
oin into the United States. 
Another one of the nine big 
d istribu tors is an international 
organization probably responsi­ 
ble for the importation of more 
ii’egal heroin than any other 
single grou p. Unlike some of 
the others, it is not organized 
on ethnic lines. 
A six th major illegal narcot­ 
ics and d ru gs grou p specializes 
in controllirg large amou nts of 
Eu ropean and Mex ican heroin, 
cocaine and mariju ana coming 
into the United States from Mex ­ 
ico. 
If sev eral thou sand key men 
ct i be id entified in the nine 
operations the gov ernment is 
ilw inv estigating and if a ma­ 
jor proportion of 
these 
men 
can be taken ou t of action, the 
heart of the illegal narcotic 3 
and d angerou s d ru gs operation 
wou ld be cu t. 
With an alert antid ru g corps 
it might be a long time before 
the u nd ergrou nd cou ld again 
bu ild u p tod ay ’s large and ex ­ 
ceed ingly d angerou s traffic.
